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GENERAL INFORMATION 


The UNITED STATES LAKE SURVEY was established by Act of Congress on March 3, 1841. Its mission is 
the preparation and publication of navigation charts and pilots covering the GREAT LAKES, LAKE CHAMPLAIN, 
NEW YORK STATE BARGE CANAL SYSTEM, and the MINNESOTA-ONTARIO BORDER LAKES, and the study 
of all matters affecting the hydraulics and hydrology of the GREAT LAKES, including the necessary hydrographic 
and.related surveys, and research pertinent to the development and improved utilization of the water resources 
of the Great Lakes System. 


Lake Survey charts of the Great Lakes, Lake Champlain, New York State Barge Canal System, and part of the 
Minnesota-Ontario Border Lakes (Rainy Lake and Lake of the Woods) are prepared on the polyconic projection 
and are primarily for navigational use. They depict the hydrography of water areas, together with topography of 
limited areas of the adjacent shores and islands so as to show the docks, structures, and the landmarks visible from 
the lakes and channels. Various scales are employed to portray features in sufficient detail for the purposes of the 
different classes of charts. The small scale of the general lake charts is suitable for the needs of open-lake navigation; 
the medium scales of the coast, river and sectional charts afford greater detail for the closer navigation in the areas 
covered; the large scales show the details pertinent to restricted navigation in harbors and confined localities and 
are used extensively for recreational craft charts. The Minnesota-Ontario Border Lakes Charts from North Lake 
to Kabetogama Lake are prepared on the Lambert Conformal Conic Projection and are designed to suit the needs 
of their intended use in small shallow draft boats cruising the waters covered. They do not show hydrography. 


A general chart of Lake Michigan on mercator projection, Chart No. 7M, is also available. 


Water surface elevations on the GREAT LAKES and the discharge of their outflow rivers have been recorded 
since 1860. These and related data such as amount of precipitation in the Great Lakes Basin and other hydraulic 
and hydrologic information are available upon request for specific information. 


SPECIAL NOTES 


Mariners are urged to report promptly to the U. S. Lake Survey any conditions found to differ from or to be 
additional to those published in the Great Lakes Pilot or shown on the charts, in order that they may be fully 
investigated and proper corrections made. Where useful, a section of a current edition of an appropriate chart 
should be submitted to illustrate the reported conditions, in which event a new chart will be issued to replace the 
used copy. 


Charts may not be reproduced in whole or in part without permission of the District Engineer, U. S. Lake Survey. 
Permission normally will be granted providing that: (a) There is no implication that the Corps of Engineers endorses 
the products, policies or points of view of the individual or organization requesting the authority; (6) Charts are 
not reproduced in whole or in part in such form that the reproduction might be used in navigation; and such repro- 
ductions that are authorized must bear prominently the note “NOT FOR USE IN NAVIGATION;” (c) Each 
reproduction contains a credit line identifying the chart as a Corps of Engineers chart, and indicating the fact that 
it is an authorized reproduction; (d) A copy of the proposed reproduction is submitted for approval.

3. Orders—Payment—Shipment—To avoid error, orders should designate the chart number and title of the 
charts. Payment of the exact amount due must accompany the order, Charts are not shipped C. O. D. Postage stamps 
are not accepted. Remittances sent with mail orders should be in the form of money orders or checks made payable 
to THE TREASURER OF THE UNITED STATES. Remittances from foreign countries must be redeemable through 
a United States bank. Mail orders should be sent only to the U. S. LAKE SURVEY at the above address. Unless 
otherwise indicated by the purchaser, charts will be mailed without charge for ordinary postage. (Material sent in 
conformity with order is not returnable for exchange or refund.) The purchaser may have the parcel registered by 
prepayment of registry fee of $0.75 or sent by special delivery by prepayment of $0.45 per parcel. Normally pack- 
ages are limited to 35 charts each. All above references to mailing of publications apply only to the United States 
of America, U. S. Possessions, and Canada.

5. Caution Note —To assure that their charts show the latest available information, it is important that navigators 
obtain up-to-date charts at regular intervals and hand correct their copies from changes published in the weekly 
“Notice to Mariners’ issued by the U. S. Coast Guard and the Canadian Department of Transport and in the monthly 
supplements to the Greai Lakes Pilot. The Lake Survey hand corrects the aids to navigation on all charts, except the 
Recreational Craft Series, up to the date of sale or distribution to other sale offices. This date is stamped in the center 
of the lower chart margin. Navigators are also cautioned that depths and bottom conditions shown on the charts 
are representative of conditions found at the time of the survey and due to natural and artificial changes frequently 
occurring, do not necessarily portray present conditions. 


RECREATIONAL CRAFT SERIES 


Nautical charts designed specifically for recreational craft are available in addition to the conventional charts. 
These consist of books of spirally-bound charts, measuring 11 x 17% inches in size. These charts are compiled and 
printed with the same accuracy and contain the same complete navigational information as the large conventional 
charts, but are generally on a larger scale and therefore show more detail for the recreational boatman. Shown on 
the charts are names and locations of yacht clubs, marinas, water depths, shoals, detailed shore line features, compass 
roses showing magnetic variation, and landmarks. All the charts in this format, except Chart 180 of the New York 
State Barge Canal System and Chart 660 of the Michigan Inland Route, have nautical information valuable to the 
mariner printed on the insides of the covers and on the first page of each of the books, such as Rules of the Road, 
distress and fog signals, requirements for lights, and discussions of navigation.

CHART NO. 180—NEW YORK STATE BARGE CANAL SYSTEM 


Not classed solely as a Recreational Craft Series chart because it is the only chart coverage of the Canal 
System. However, it is of the same size and format as the recreational charts and depicts the Barge Canal System 
east of Lyons, New York, including the Erie, Champlain, Oswego and Cayuga-Senaca Canals on scale 1:20,000.

1. Great Lakes Pilot and Supplements— Complementing the navigational information shown on the charts is the 
Great Lakes Pilot, an approximately 600-page descriptive publication which provides the mariner with full descrip- 
tions of physical conditions of the waters charted and information not adapted to adequate or prompt representation 
on the charts, such as United States laws and local ordinances governing navigation, bridge clearances, signals for 
locks and bridges, dimensions and capacities of dry docks and marine railways, and hydraulic and climatological 
data. New editions of the Pilot are published annually at the start of the navigation season on the Great Lakes. 
Supplements to the current edition of the Great Lakes Pilot are issued monthly during the navigation season, May 
through October, to those who have obtained the current edition. The supplements contain the same type of informa- 
tion as the Pilot, and provide corrections and additions to Pilot text occasioned by constantly changing conditions in 
the navigational areas. The price of the 1968 Pilot was $3.25, which included the supplements. . 


9. Hydrograph of Lake Levels—A hydrograph of monthly mean levels of the Great Lakes from 1860 to date 
and of Lake'St. Clair from 1898 to date is available without charge. 


3. Monthly Bulletin of Lake Levels—A monthly bulletin showing current levels of the Great Lakes and Lake 
St. Clair, levels of the prior 12 to 23 months, and probable levels of the next 6 months, is available without charge. 
A semi-monthly bulletin showing Great Lakes and connecting channels water levels and depths is issued during the 
period April to December. 


4. Chart Symbols—A pamphlet entitled ‘Nautical Chart Symbols and Abbreviations’ (Chart No. 1) is available 
for $0.50 per copy. 


5. Training Charts—As a service to the recreational boatman, the Lake Survey is authorized to produce periodi- 
cally selected charts to be used for training purposes in connection with public educational courses. They are 
priced at $0.25 each and may be ordered only in multiples of 50. Instructors should contact this office for further 
information.
